Does Not Care to Be 
Presiident of the 
United States. 

Says He Would Make the 
Sacrifice However 
For His Consti- 
tuency. 

Now Practicing Law on an Im- 
mense Scale In New 
York. 

The Louisville Commercial rays: 
“Hon. John G. Carlisle, ex-Secretary 
of the United StatM ‘ijr^tury, was at 
tlie Gnlt House last night, having ar- 
rived from I,exlngton yesterday alter- 
noon, 

“He was called upon by a reporter 
for the Commercial last night, and 
when asked if he would state the 
nature of his business in this city 
said: 

“Yes, sir, I will, I am here to 
look after tlie interests of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency in the German 
National Bank affairs, I hoped to 
have a consultation with Messrs. 
Humphrey & Davie so as to learn the 
nature ol the bank's affairs, but I was 
disappointed, inasmuch as Mr. Hums 
phrey was out of town; but I will 
hold the consultation with him to- 
morrow.' 

“ ‘How long will you remain in 
the city.'’ 

“'That lean not tell, lam very 
anxious to get through and get back 
to my office. I may have to remain 
here until Monday, but I can not tell 
whether we will take any steps in the 
case during my stay here or not.’ 

“ 'What is there new in the politl- 
arena at the present, so far as you 
know?' ’’ 

“ 'I positively refuse to be inter- | 
viewed on any national or political 
questions, for, as I have said before, 

1 came here on legal business, not po- 
litical.' 

Is it true that you have opened an 
office in New York, and have formed 
a partnership with one of the largest 
law firms in that city?' 

“Yes, I have opened an office, hut 
I have formed no partnership with 
any one. I represent one of the larg- 
est firms there, but I have no interest 
in the firm other than to act as conn- 
sel for them whenever they deem it 
necesary to have my advice on any 
subject." 

“'Will your visit here this time 
have any bearing on Kentucky poli- 
tics or the action of the gold Demo- 
crats in regard to their fusion with 
the Republican party?' 

" ‘None whatever, I do not know 
what the situation is, but one thing I 
do know, and that is that I will have 
no time for anything else but legal 
business.' 

“Before the reporter for the Com- 
mercial had an opportunity to have a 
talk with the ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury he found thst gentleman in 
close consultation with several of 
Louisville's moat prominent citizens 
at the Galt House. One ot these hap- 
]>ened to be a very prominent doctor, 
who was an ardent supporter of the 
Indianapolis platform, and during 
this conversation this doctor said that 
the South would have to have another 
Pieaident, and that President would 
have to be John Griffin Carlisle, of 
Kentucky. 

“To this the great statesman shook 
his head and said: T am very sorry 

to say that I do not care to be Presi- 
dent of the United States; I do not 
care for the office, but I suppose, 
should I be compelled to take It, I 
would have to make the sacrifice in 
order to please my couatituents.' "

ANCIENT M mi AGE LAWS. 

Some of Ihe Anglo-Saxon Customs 
Enjoined by the King's Okcrat. 
There arc many curious feature* 
about the laws of tnarriuge os ad- 
ministered under our early Anglo- 
Saxon and Danish kings, traces of 
which have survived ia our existing 
jurisprudenoo. By tho Anglo-Saxon 
lows, every woman waa under the 
care of some man, who was termed 
her mundbora, or guardian; and 00 
ono could marry her without having 
first [laid a sum of money as a eom- 
.pensution to her mundbora. 

Tbe fattier, of course, was tlie 
guardian of bis unmarried daugh- 
ters; the brother if the father died; 
and next to him the nearest mule 
relative; If, however, the female 
were frieiidles* and alone, she found 
in the king her legal guardian. 
There were no runaway mutches, no 
clandestine and romnutlo nuptials, 
among tlie Saxon people; they did 
everything, even to their very love 
afTairs, in a plain, matter-of-fact 
way; they estlmateil the value of tlie 
maid according to her rank in life, 
and the law fixed the sum which 
sliould be regardcil os a legal tender 
to satisfy the avarice of her guard- 
ians. Tbe first step in courtship, 
therefore, wsis to buy the consent of 
tho mundbora; the lover was then 
admitted into the siKlety of his lady- 
love, and allowed to claim her in 
due course ns his wife. If, however, 
her personal charms or Iior dis|X)sl- 
tion proved, on bettoracquaintuiK-e, 
unsatisfactory to her suitor and be 
failed to complete liis bargain, lie 
bocamo imincdia'tely amenable to the 
law. 

If a man ventured to marry with- 
out first having bought und paid for 
his wife, he was guilty of tbe crime 
of mond-breoch; tho consequences of 
wblcli were both disastrous and 
vexatious. Tho husband, in such a 
cose, [Kissesscd no legal authority 
over hU spouse; ho wus a husband, 
in fact, without a wife; he bud no 
right to her pro|>erty; lie could re- 
cover no conipeiisution for any lii- 
miA whiph iui«t 4 i*r man shoUd dnre 
to tiMfr h«v— she hud not Immii paid 
(or — tlio guardian had received no 
consideration; and all the duicages , 
or fines iiifiicted for such un insult . 
were [xtyubl* to 810 womuu's inuiid- | 
boro. ' 

If a mun wished to take Ids wife 
into a foreign part, or into another | 
tiinno's land, he had to enter into a 
coiu|>act with her guardian that no ' 
wrong should be done to her, but 
tliut site should rooolvo every mark 
of attention and kindness. If a mun 
bought u inuid uud (Ntid for her, no 
other could negotiate for lier pur- 
chase; but If any fraud bud been 
coiiimlttcd on lier part, or on the 
part of lier friends, sliowiis returned 
home, and tbe man dcmatulod buck 
Ills money. 

By the .‘iuxun law, a maiden und a 
widow wore of Hpjiarute value; tlie 
latter could lie purclmsi'd for one- 
tiulf the sum which the guanllun of 
a maid wus ontltUsl to demand; 
u man, tliercforo, wlm could not iif- 
foAl to purclioso a maid, might p<>r- 
haps bo oblo to purchase u wUlow. 
The laws ruluting to tlie inurrluge 
of widows seem to diseounU-nunce 
second nuplinis. Tho widow was 
cuiniHilled, by a law of Canute’s, to 
continue husbandless for 12 months 
ut least; If she married witliia that 
time, slio forfeited uU lier iiiuri-iago 
gifts, und all the property which she , 
acquired by her first marriage wus 
oluimod by her nearest kinsman; 
lleury IL eouUrmed tills decorous 
law. — Housobuld Words.

President McKinley has been con- 
servative in bis Cuban policy and has 
shown himself to be more far-sighted 
than many ranting and would be pol- 
iticians. The death ol Dr. Ruiz and 
the treatment of the snljects by 
butcher Weyler have angered the 
American people to such an extent 
that nothing less than blood or a 
backdown by Spain will satisfy them. 
But McKinley is right and everybody 
knows that the twin purposes ol 
his policy sre peace and the independ- 
ence ol Cuba as declared by the St. 
I-ouis Convention. But just what 
steps the President will take or will 
ask Congress to take is yet a matter 
ol conjecture. Like ail statesman of 
his type, he believes, in going slow, 
and his conduct will be based upon 
the information brought back by 
Commissioner Calhoun. It is an ea" 
tablished fact that Dr. Ruiz, who vas 
a practicing dentist in a snbuibof 
Havana, waa arrested on a false 
charge; was thrown into a vile pris- 
on; was kept "In communicado" for 
315 hours, although our treaty with 
Spain restricts such secret and solitary 
confiuement to 74 bouts, and that il- 
legal inprisonmeDt ended in hi.s death 
by violence, whether Belt-ieflu.ted or 
by his gaatds, the testimony does not 
show. It is true however, that an 
American citizen met his death while 
denied that protection presciibed by 
the treaty. According to McKinley’s 
decision, Spain will be asked to atone 
for this crnel outrage, and just repa- 
ration besides will be demanded. 
The talk of the senaatlousl and blazed 
press has amounted to nothing, and 
after all, McKinley has show himself 
to be right, os he usually is, and the 
war and calamity howlers are wrong. 
In bis Cuban policy, McKinley has 
proved that he is safe at all times and 
knows full well what the cost ol war 
is. Before many months, the Presi- 
dent will also give the harping Dem- 
ocrats ample proof of better times 
through the workings cf a protective 
tarifl.

Her I'nterestingr Story of 
Their Courtship and 
Her Estimate of 
the Statesman. 



An interesting story ol Abiabani 
Lincoln's first and most ardent court- 
ship has Just come to light in the lit- 
tle mountain town of Calistoga, where 
the martyred President's first love 
dwells, a sweet old lady of 84. Mrs, 
Susan Boyce is the name ol this 
charming octogenarian, who as Miss 
Susan Reid, of Salem, III., refused to 
marry Lincoln in 1 826. She lives in 
a humble cottage with her sister. 
Her husband has been dead for many 
years and her principal income is a 
pension which she draws by reason 
of injuries her husband received in 
the Black Hawk War, while fighting 
side by side with Lincoln, whose 
friend he was. 

Mrs. Boyce's estimate of the man 
who offered her his heart and hand fit 
years ago is a little di.aappointing to 
herO'Worshipers, for she does not 
consider that he was so great as he 
was honest, and says; 

"He is not to be mentioned in the 
same class with Washington and Jef- 
ferson. I think Jeffejsorr was the 
greatest cf them all, because he 4 rrote 
the Declaration of Independence." 

Sitting on the front porch of her 
humble home to-day, Lincoln's first 
sweetheart was a beautiful picture of 
serene ol age. Her speech flows 
gently and without a tremor as she 
8MnI1s events of h'-r girlhood 
thonghtfully, yet without hesitation. 

Clad in a plain black dress, with a 
becoming white cap, she folded her 
arms and ga/.ed toward the mountains 
that rise gently a few hundred feet 
beyond the front yard, and said: 

"I can truthfully say that I have 
never been sorry that I married Mr. 
Boyce rather than Abraham Lincoln. 
You ask why, perhaps? Well, I'll 
tell you why. I have alwavs been a 
believer in love, in romance, in ideal- 
ism. 1 have been a novel-reader and 
a lover of poetry. I believe, too, in 
fate. It was not fated lor me to mar- 
ry Lincoln. He was an honest young 
man, but I did nut love him. Why? 

I don't know, but I do know this, love 
is a thing that you can't force. In 
the first place he was homely, very 
awarkward and very superstitious. 
He was a Spiritualist and believed in 
dreams. He often told me his dreams 
were prophetic. I did not like this 
very well. He was only a common 
rail splitter when I knew him, but he 
studied hard in his little cabin, and 
he was very entertaining. I never 
saw him after 1837. and I never beard 
him make a speech. 

"He used to talk of the stars a 
great deal, and he seemed to me a 
very qurer fellow. I was only a girl 
when I knew him, for I was Ixirn in 
Kentucky, and I first met Mr. Lincoln 
in 1836 at the home of a neighbor 
named Able. We were both guests 
at the house for the day. There were 
many young folks there, and I re- 
member that Lincoln was very bssh- 
lul. My father was at that time one 
of Lincoln's best friends. His name 
was I.ewis C. Keid, and he took Lin- 
coln to Springfield and introduced 
him toWin. K. Seward, from whom 
he borrowed the first law books he 
ever read. He and my father weie 
of the same political faith, and they 
olten talked {mlitics by the hour, 

"But the smooth-faced and awk- 
wark young man whose memory the 
n itinn has long revered soon began 
to pay me more attention than he did 
luy father, and this pleased my father 
more than it did me. In those days 
there were no buggies to si>eak of. 
and the way young folks courted very 
olten was to go out on a horseback 
ri^ together. Mr. Lincoln olten 
tuek me out horseback- riding, and 
though he was not as ardent a wooer 
as I ve seen since, he kept his case 
going pretty lively and pressed very 
hard lor an answer. He pretended 
that he never loved a girl before and 
would never love anybody as he loved 
rue, and 1 think he meant wh.it he 
Slid: but I did not want to marry 
him, much us I liked his common 
sense, his absence of ‘airs' and his 
great honesty, so I invented a story 

"I told him I WHS engaged to u 
young man in Kentucky, but he did 
not give up fur this, though it cooled 
his ardor a lillle tor a time. Finally 
he told my l ither he would cill one 
diy fer his final answer, but I m.ide 
it a [loiot to be away from home, and 
he never got it. My lathi r lecUiri.d 
me severely lor my cuiidnrt. He 
wanted me to marry Lincoln, and he 
afterward told me wli.it a little dunce 
I'd made if 1113 sell, hut my mother 
took my part, fur she believed love 
was a thing for each individual to set- 
tle in his or her own heart I can 
say that I have never f >r one moment ^ 
reg lilted that I did nut many Mr. 
Lincoln, for if I could not give a man 
my whole heart I'd never lutrry him 
lor money or [Misitiun." | 

Mis. Boyce tells ol an iiiUrestlug ' 
incident that (Kcurid at a [mrtv one 
night, where a di-xen young folks were 
trying to tell their I'ltiunes with the 
aid ol a cuiuiiion duoik y and a Bible. 

‘ Mr. Linculu was always inteieste I 



in such things," she said, "and heat 
once wanted to know all about the 
g.iiiie, so somebody explained it. It 
I was this: The key was placeil on a 
I verse of the open Bible and when 
questions weie asked the key was 
supposcil to turn by supernatural 
piwer. I remember Lincoln asked, 
•Will Susie marry a man whose name 
begins with L?' and the key did not 
move. Then he a'.ked, 'Will she 
niary a man whose name begins with 
B?' and the key whirled. I have of- 
! ten thought that a strange thing. I 
was then going with a young man 
named Brooks, and did not then 
dream ol Mr. Boyce, who became my 
hnaband." 

A strange illustration of the Emer- 
ainian saying that the gods come in 
low guises— Odin in a hut, Ie.sns in a 
manger — is seen in Mrs. Boyce's esti- 
mate of the great man whose love 
she had hall a century ago. Speak- 
ing of his mental qualities, she said: 
"He was too changeable and easily 
influenced by other men, and he 
lacked stability. 

"He did not have the educ.ition he 
ought to have had to be President, 
but I believe he was as honest as any 
man who ever lived. I knew Miss 
Todd, whom Lincoln married, and I 
have heard on good authority that his 
marriage was largely infliienced by 
outside advice. That is one of the 
reasons I say what I do abonthis Istk 
of stability. Anyhow, as a yonng 
man he struck me as being moved by 
his dreams and by outside advice." 

Mrs. Boyce says Lincoln's ardent 
courtship forced her to marry sooner 
than she would otherwise have done, 
for when her father scolded her li r 
not accepting Abraham's offer, she 
married to escape unpleasant lectnreis 
at home. "Mr. Boyce might have 
been rich if he had not got to gamb- 
ling," she said, "but we went to 
Texas in 1849 and came to Califon ia | 
In 1854, and there were p'enty ol 
temptation for gamblers. 

I knew Sam Houston well. He { 
was net a bit like Lincoln. Houston 
loved to dance, while Lincoln never 
danced. That 1 can remember, bnt 
he olten took me to singing school . 
and church." 

Mrs. Boyce says she has often felt 
proud in a way that she knew so good 
a man as Lincoln and had his love, | 
but she says such a thing as worry- i 
ing over what "might have been"! 
has never crossed her mind lor a ! 
moment, as she is a fatalist pure and ' 
simple. 

"I believe that whatever way I'm I 
to die I will die," she said, "and I . 
believe marriage and all events ol life I 
are ruled largely in the same way. . 
Regrets are useless and day dreams 
are a waste of time, but I do believe 
in romance and love. If love is not 
a fact then I have lived and reared my 
family in vain. After more than 
three-score years I can say that Lin- 
coln was one of the best friends I ev- 
bad and one ol the s(|uarest men I 
er knew. If he were alive to day 
I'd be getting a bigger pension from 
the Government by reason of what 
my lather and husband did for their , 
country in the Black Hawk War." I 
The remarkable old woman who , 
enjoys the distinction ol having jilted 
Abraham Lincoln has blue ryes aud 
silvery hair, though it was once rav- 
en black, She is 5 feet 7 inches tall, 
and is still active on her feet. The '
